Y O B K , 
N . Y., Oct. 24.—The 
Brooklyn registration closed at so late 
an hour last night, 11 o'clock, that tlie 
figures will not be tabulated in time for 
use before to-morrow, but notwithstand- 
ing the rainy day, the registration places 
were crowded at all hours. It is evi- 
dent that the record made surpasses the 
predictions and the anticipations are, 
as in New York, that the increase will, 
of course, teU in favor of the democracy, 
and a democratic plurality of not less 
than 22,000, is to be relied on. 


United States Marshal MacMahon was 
spoken to to-day relative to the reports 
of the republican schemes to manipu- 
late the election in the interests of the 
minority party. 
He said that the whole 
business was nothing more than Chinese 
thunder, and that not only from his 
knowledge of the United States laws and 
the methods of their enforcement, but a 
close form of acquaintance with the state 
statutes and those whose duty it was to 
compel obedience to them, he was sure 
that the election in this city would be 
full, free and fair, and that any attempts 
at violation of the law would be pun- 
ished and their success prevented. 


The city 
papers are filled with 
epigrams 
and 
ridicule 
at the 
expense of the republican committee- 
men and their absurd nonsense about 
the canvasses that have been made in 
theu- own imagination only. 


Hon, William L. Scott was at the na- 
tional democratic 
headquarters 
last 
evening and took occasion to criticise 
the most recent statement of Mr. Blaine 
about the treasury deposits in the na- 
tional banks. 
He said that no one could 
think the originators of the present sub- 
treasuiy system conceived the idea that 
the people could be taxed to such an ex- 
tent as to draw a surplus of from $1,- 
000,000 to $2,000,000 from the treas- 
ury 
and circulatiiig 
medium of 
the 
country. 
In fact, 
$3,000,000 
was 
estimated 
as the maximum 
sum that would at any time accumulate 
in excess of the current liabilities. I n 
the correction of Mr. Blaine's misrepre- 
sentations, in the course of a comparison 
instituted by him between the action of 
our government and that of England and 
France under similar circumstances, Mr. 
Scott says. 
"Mr. Blaine compares the 
financial policy of our government with 
that of England and^ JFrance, and he 
does it in such a way as to show that he 
is either ignorant of the subject or that 
he is treating it with wilful misrepresen- 
tation. 
Tlie Bank of England is pTirely 
a private corporation. 
The government 
of Great Britain has no mf)re to do with 
it than it has with any other coii)ora- 
tion chartered by and under the authori- 
ty of the government. 
The Bank of 
France is also a private corporation and 
the government has no interest in it. 
The Bank of England is the financial 
agent of the English government, and 
as I understand the system, the reve- 
nues collected are daily deposited in the 
bank without interest or security, and 
that no part of the taxes collected in 
England is ever withdrawn from the 
channels of trade and commerce. 
It is 
left 
where 
some one can borrow 
it 
when the goverament 
has no 
use for it. 
The bank of France is also 
the financial agent of the French gov- 
ernment, and the revenues of France 
are deposited in it and withdi-awn from 
it, as in England. 
Neither the bank of 
England nor France is required to de- 
posit government securities for any bal- 
ance due. 


There are no such banks in the United 
States as the bank of England and the 
bank of France, 
The democratic party, 
during the policy of Antlrew Jackson, 
settled the question finally and forever 
that this g(»vemment should never create 
nor permit the growth of a great mon- 
ster bank, which might become more 
powerful than the government itself, 
Wlierein, then, does the policy adopted 
by the secretjiry of the treasury, in mak- 
ing the deposits he has in the national 
banks, differ from the system of govern- 
ment deposits existing not on'y in Eng- 
land and France to-day, but also in Ger- 
many < 
This is especially true when all 
the national banks, regardless of tlie 
political creeds of their oflBcers, ha\'e 
been Created alike. 
In my city the offi- 
cers of the largest national banks, 
both 
as regards capital and deposits, are 
democrats, and they neither have nor 
qould get government deposits, because 
the quota assigned to that locality has 
been filled. 


Two or three national banks, 
whose 
officers are republicans, have such de- 
posits and yet the democrats do not 


claim that these republican banks are 
robbing the government. It is only 
Mr. Blaine who claims this and the 
surplus is another subject and I will 
not consider it now. 


Edwin F. Gould has to-day laid be- 
fore the public a sworn statement re- 
garding the action of local assembly 
2,212, of the Knights of Labor of In- 
dianapolis, by which, at a meeting com- 
posed of only four persons, Mr. Gould's 
course in opposition to Harrison, was 
discussed. 
Mr. Gould now swears that 
there is no truth in the statement that 
he at any time expressed an opinion 
favorable to Harrison and he calls atten- 
tion to the fact that neither ex-Govemor 
Portor, who was the defender of the 
strikers whom Harrison prosecuted, nor 
ex-Mayor Ca^^n, a leading republican 
who was mayor of Indianapolis at the 
time of the strke, con-oborated Harri- 
son's side of the stoiy. He further 
testifies that he was duly and properly 
authorized by district assembly 106, of 
the Knights, to writ« the letter to local 
assembly 263, and to attach the seal of 
the order as secretary of that body. 
He adds that the pretended local as- 
sembly 2,212 is no longer in existence 
and has not had a lawful meeting since 
Oct. 4th. In conclusion Mr. Gould de- 
clares the resolution he refutes simply 
the work of forgers.

Hundreds Killed and Wounded In a 
Rattle at Port-au.Prince. 


PANAMA, Oct. 24.—Advices received 
by the steamer Noselle, which arrived 
at Aspinwall on the 10th inst., state that 
never before had Port-au-Prince passed 
such a night as that of September 28th. 
The night was dreadfully dark, the 
heavens being a mass of black clouds, 
with an occasional flash of lightning. A 
revolution was abroad. The firing com- 
menced at 7:30 p. m. and the (lannon 
and gattling guns of the palace did 
dreadful execution, as did the big guns 
at Fort Alexander, destroying everything 
and everybody which they came in con- 
tact with.

J a m e s A. Garfield, July 13, 1868 : Unless the tariff men take heed, 
unless they consent to a rational and con.fiderate adjustment

source, a reaction which will bring us by and by into free trade and all its 
c<^»nsequences of evil to the manufacturing interests of the country. 


I desire to say that, in my judgment, it is not the best mode of defend- 
ing a tariff to denounce everj' man who does not pronounce the shibboleth 
after our fashion as an enemy of the tariff. 


James A. Garfield, ApHl 1, 1870: Duties should be so high that our 
jaanufacturers can fairly comj>ete with the foreign product, bu^ not so 
high as to enable them to drive out the foreign article, enjoy a monopoly 
of the trade, and regulate the prices as they please. This is my doctrine 
of protection. 
If Congress pursues this line of policy steadily, we shall, 
year by year, approach more nearly to the basis of free trade, because we 
shall be more nearly able to compete with other nations on equal terms. I 
am for a protection which leads to ultimate free trade. 


J a m e s A. Garfield, May 18, 1872: And I know, moreover, that for 
nearly two years the wholesale price of American salt in Toronto, Canada, 
was a dollar lower per barrel than the same salt was selling for on the New 
York side of the lake. That is, we produced it, shipped it across, paying 
whatever portage, freights and transportation were required, and then 
sold it to our Canadian neighbors at a dollar per barrel less than it was 
sold to people on our shores.

President Grant, Annual 
Message, December, 1874: Those articles 
which enter into our manufactures, and are not produced at home, it seems 
to me, should be entered FKEE. Those articles of manufacture which we 
produce a constituent part of, but do not produce the whole, that part 
which we do not produce should be entered free also. I will instance fine 
WOOLS, dyes, etc. 
These articles must be imported to form a part of the 
manufacture of the higher grades of woolen goods. Chemicals used a? 
dyes, compounded in medicines, and used in various ways in manufac 
tures, come under this class. The introduction, free of duty, of such woolf 
as we do not produce would stimulate the manufacture of goods requiring 
the use of those we do produce, and therefore would be a benefit to home 
production. 
There are many articles entering into '' home manufactures'' 
which we do not produce ourselves, the tariff upon which increases the 
cost of producing the manufactured article. 
All the corrections in this 
regard are in the direction of bringing labor and capital in harmony with 
each other, and of supplying one of the elements of prospierity so much 
needed. 


President Grant, Annual 
Message, December, 1875: Many duties 
now collected, and which give but an insignificant return for the cost of 
collection, might be remitted, and to the direct advantage of consumers at 
home. 
I would mention those articles which enter into manufactures of 
all sorts. All duties paid upon such articles go directly to the cost of the 
article when manufactured here, and must be paid for by the consumers. 
These duties not only come from the consumers at home, but act as a pro- 
tection to foreign manufacturers of the same completed articles in our owa 
and distant markets.

Chester A , Arthur's Letter of Acceptance, 1880 : Such changes should 
be made in the present tariff system of taxation as shall relieve every bur- 
dened industry, and enable our artisans and manufacturers to compete 
successfully with those of other lands. 


President Arthur, Annual 
Message, 1882: A total abolition of excise 
taxes would almost inevitably 
prove a serious, if not an insurmountable 
obstacle to a thorough revision of the tariff, and to any considerable reduc- 
tion in import duties. 
The present tariff system is, in many respects, 
unjust. 
It makes unequal distributions, both of its burdens and its bene- 
fits. * * * I recommend an enlargement of the free list so as to include 
within it the numerous articles which yield inconsiderable revenue, a sim- 
plification of the complex and inconsistent schedule of duties upton certain 
manufactures, particularly those of cotton, iron and steel, and a substan- 
tial reduction of the duties upon those articles, and upon sugar, molasses, 
silk, wool and woolen goods. 


President Arthur, Fourth Message, 1884: The healthful enlargement 
of our trade with Europe, Asia and Africa should be sought by reducing 
tariff burdens on such of their wares as neither we nor the other American 
States are fitted to produce, and thus enabling ourselves to obtain in 
return a better market for our supplies Of food, of raw materials, and of 
the manufactures in which we excel. 


F r o m t h e Keport o f the Republican Tariff Commission 
appointed by President Arthur, 1 8 8 1 : It would seem that the 
rates of duties under the existing tariff—fixed, for the most part, during 
the war ijnder the evident necessity at that time of stimulating to its 
utmost extent all domestic production—might be adapted, through reduc- 
tion, to the present condition of peace requiring no such extraordinary 
stimulus. 
And in the mechanical and manufacturing industries, espec- 
ially those which have been long established, it would seem that tiie 
improvements in machinery and processes made within the last twenty 
years, and the high scaleof productiveness which has become a character- 
istic of their establishments, would permit our manufacturers to compete 
with their foreign rivals under a substantial reduction of existing 
duties. 


Entertaining these views, the Commission has sought to present a 
scheme of tariff duties in which substantial reduction should be the dis- 
tinguishing feature. 
The average reduction in rates, including that from 
the enlargement of thefiree list and the abolition of the duties on chargree 
and commissions, at which the commission has aimed, Is not less on the 
average than 2 0 per cent, and it is the optnion of the Commission that 
the reduction will reach 2 5 per cent.
